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An Account of the Eclipſes of the Sun and Moon, and ſome 
other Aſtronomical Appearances in the Year 1796. 


WITHIN the circumference of this year, there will be four 
Eclipſes of the luminaries, viz. three of the Sun, and one of 
the Moon, but all inviſible at Loxbvox. They happen ja 
the following order : | 


The firſt is a central and annular Eclipſe of the Sur, on 
Sunday, the 1oth of January, the ecliptic conjunction hap- 
pens at 5 min. after our 6 in the morning, when the lon» 
gitude of the Sun and Moon is in Vf 19 50', The Moon's 
true latitude is about 45" of a degree north. The Sun will be 
centrally eclipſed on the meridian, or preciſely at noon- 
day, in 21 degrees of ſouth latitude, and in 88 deg. 45 min. 
eaſt longitude from Greeawich; in which place, and alo 
the track of central appearance, the breadth of the annulus 
will be nearly half a digit on all fides; a very beautj- 
ful appearance for the inhabitants of thoſe parts to behold, 
if any ſuch there be. This Eclipſe will be viſible to the 
weſtern parts of New Holland, and to moſt of thoſe little 
iſlands that lie ſcattered in the Indian or Eaſtern Ocean, to 


the eaſtward of the iſland of Madagaſcar. 


The ſecond is another Solar Eclipſe, but inviſible here; it 
happens on Monday, the 4th of Juh, at 1 min. paſt our 
11 o'clock at night, when the Sun and Moon's longitude is 
© 13 31'. The Moon's tree latitude is 14' 45 North. The 
central Sun (for this is a central and total Eclipſe) will be 
eclipſed on the meridian, at 59 min. paſt our 10 at night, in 
164 deg. 45 min. Weſt longitude from Greea<wich, under la- 
titude 36 * 5 min. North: conſequently, at the Sand- 
wich Iſſands, the Ladrone Iſlands, and the Iſlands of Japan, 
this will de a large, viſible Eclipſe. Along the track of cen- 


tral 
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tral appearance, the inhabitants, if ignorant of aſtronomy, 
will doubtleſs be under no ſmall ſurpriſe at the ſodden dif. 


appearance of the Sun, involving them in a kind of midnight- 
darkneſs, even at noon- day. ' 


The third is a partial Eclipſe of the Moon, upon Wedne/day, 
the 14th of December, but inviſible to us; for, with reſpect to 
London, our metropolis, the Eclipſe begins at ꝙ min. paſt 1 in 
the afternoon ; the middle of the Eclipſe (hen the Moon 
will be 6 digits eclipſed) happens at 21 min. paſt 2; and the 
Eclipſe will be quite over at 34 min. paſt 3, accordivp tc 
Solar or apparent time. The Sun ſets that night, at Leden, 
at 54 min. paſt 3; and, ſeeing the Moon cannot riſe above 
1 min. beſore the Sun ſets, (her refrattion and parallax being 
allowed for) this Eclipſe therefore cannot be ſeen in our 
hemiſphere. At the time of the greateſt obſcuration, the Mocn 
will be vertical to ſuch perſons as happen at that time to be 
ſailing near ſome of the Ladrone Iſlands, in latitude 22 deg, 
31 min. North, and 144 deg. 51 min. Eaſt longitude from 
Lenden; conſequently this belipſe will be viſible to m | of 
the iflands diſperſed in the great Pacific Ocean ; ſuch as the 
Sandwich Iſles, the Society and Friendly Iſlands, the New 
Hebrides, New Zealand, Van Diemen's Land, New Holland, 
and along the caſt coaſt thereof, called New South Wales. It 
will be vifibleto the Iſlends of Sunda, Borneo, the Philippines, 
the Iſlands of Japan, and the whole Continent of Aſia; the 
Beginning will be viſible as far as the weſtern coaſt of Ameri- 
ca; and the End will extend itfelf into Poland, Sweden and 
Denmark, and as far as our-neighbours the Germans and 


Dutch. The Mcon will riſe eclipſed at the Orkaey Iſlands, 
en the North of Scotland. | 


The fourth and laſt of theſe Beliples, 15 one of the Sun, 
and happens on 7hur/day, December the 29th, at 59 min. after 
5 in the morning, when the Sun and Mcon's longitude is in 
Ve 80 22', and the Moon's true lat, is 36' 3o” South. In 
the great Southern Occan, this will be a very great Eclipſe, 
not total, but annular; the breadth of the annulus; in the 
central path, will be about half a digit. on all Gdes: this phe- 
nomenon happens in the meridian (or preciſely at noon)

y OBSERVATIONS en te MOON, 
Continued from our laſt, 


THESE different »ppearances of the Moon, which we call 
her phaſes, are ſuticient to demonſtrate, that ſhe ſhines not 
| by anv light of her own ; for, otherwiſe, as ſhe is round or 
' ſpherical, we ſhould always behold her, like the Sun, with 4 
| full orb. There are other phenomena of the Moen, the diſ. 
cufſion of which, in this curſory view, would be too intricate 
© admit of a popular illuſtration. We ſhall therefore only 
| obſerve farther, that of all the celeſtial orbs, this planet, next 
| ty the Sun, has the moſt beneficial influence on our globe. 
How cheerleſs and uncomfortable would be our nights, but 
for the conſtant returns of light, which this, our fitter orb, 
our faithful and inſeparable companion, diſpenſes in ſuch 
agreeable viciſſitude! How highly vuſctul are even her echpſes, |, 
in our aſtronomical, geographical, and chronological com- 
putations! How falutary is her attractive influence, which 
ſwells che tides, perpetuates the regular returns of ebb and 
flow, and thus tends, not only to preſerve the liquid element 
ſelf from putrefaction, but the ſurrounding continents, in 
courſe, from infection and diſeaſe | 
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The COMETS. 


Cours are ſolid, opaque bodies, of different magnitudes, 
like the planets. Their number 1s unknown ; but they have 
been found to move round the Sun, and to croſs the orbits 
of the other planets in all manner of directions. They are 
principally diſtinguiſhed from the planets by their * fiery 
tails, which continually ifſfue from the fide that is fartheſt 
from the Sun. The orbits, in which theſe valt bodies move, are 
exceedingly long ovals, or very eccentric ellipſes, of ſuch 
amazing circumferences, that, in ſome parts of their circuit 
through the heavens, they approach ſo near the Sun, as to be 
almoſt vitrified by his heat; and then go off again into the 
regions of infinite ſpace, to ſuch immenſe diſtances, as to be 
totally deprived of the light and heat which the reſt of the 
planets receive from that luminary. The paths which they 
deſcribe, and the laws to which they are ſubject, have been 
diſcovered by the great Sir I/aac Newton. Their revolutions 
are governed throughout by the ſame law, of deſcribing equal 
areas in equal times, which is known to regulate the motions 
of all the other bodies in the ſyſtem. Before I conclude, 
I ſhall only obſerve that a Comer is what the common 
people call a Blazing Star, and is a very extraordinary and 
amazing fight, and is thus finely deſcribed by Mr. Baker, in 
his Univer/ : 


At his command, aſtrighting human kind, 

Comets drag on their blazing lengths behind: 

Nor, as we think, do they at random rove, 

But, in determin'd times, thro? long Ellipſes move; 

And tho' ſometimes they near approach the Sun, 
Sometimes beyond our ſyſtem's orbit run, 

Throughout their race, they act their Maker's will, 


His power declare, his purpoſes fulfil, 
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
